states showed that at least 3,600,000 
persons traded places in the industrial 
towns and on the farms while 100,000 
additional moved away from sun- 
parched farms to agricultural com- 
munities in other states. 

The number of persons leaving towns 
and cities in the drouth region was 
not figured in the study but indirect 
references showed that it probably 
could be estimated at approximately 
1,000,000. 

The research study, based on WPA, 
Resettlement Administration and De- 
partment of Agriculture figures, is es- 
pecially interesting because of indi- 
cations that at least a section of the 
region will suffer a drouth again this 
year. 

Many students of the situation be- 
lieve that a wholesale exodus will take 
place from regions hit again after the 
battering of the three. previous 
drouths; others believe that what they 
call the tender-hearted already have 
been driven away and the remaining 
persons will hang on until their last 
resources are exhausted. 

In its conclusion, the study said that 
the high degree of mobility in the 
drouth regions shdwed “an unsatis- 
factory adjustment between man and 
his natural environment.”

Simon Peter’s task then, as ours is 
today, was to preach Jesus Christ, not 
as a man, but as the Saviour of the 
world. He was to preach repentance 
and Holiness unto the Lord. The end 
of our ministry is, the salvation of the 
souls of men. Our aim is to press into 


the light, the liberty, the comfort, and 


the full salvation of the gospel. Cor- 
nelius wanted to hear words. Of Phil- 
osophy, No! Of Tradition? No! He 
wanted to hear the Words of the Lord. 

Not all messages are to be words 
of comfort. Can we bear to hear that 
we need to be slain by the’law? That 
virtuous you may be, ye must seek 
salvation? That you need to deny self 
daily? That we are not to conform to 
the world? 

The results of the ministry of Peter 
were that: The Holy Ghost fell; 
Many were baptized; the believers were 
built up in faith.
